In the Response filed September 9, 199L attorneys for applicants requested to amend 
the specification by deleting the phrases "2,4-D-monoamine oxygenase'" and "2,4-D- 
monooxigenase,'" and inserting "2.4-D monooxygenase."' (Sept. 9, 1991 Response at 1, 4). 
Claim 44 was amended in a similar manner. {Id. at 2). Applicants explained the "amendments 
to the specification and claims involving the term 'monoamine oxygenase' correct an obvious 
typographical error." {Id. at 4). The Patent Office amended claim 44. but did not amend the 
specification in the manner requested (column 2 of the Patent). 'Therefore, since the error was 
on the part of the Patent Office, Applicants respectfully requests that the corrections to the 
specification be made under 37 C.F.R. §1.322. 

There are similar minor typographical errors in columns 23 and 25 of the Patent.
